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RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT 



UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.121 



In response to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment mailed March 10, 2004, 
asserting that the claims of the Amendment were not presented in ascending numerical order, 
Applicant herewith submits a revised Amendment to the Claims section. 

Applicant notes that a Preliminary Amendment was filed on May 22, 2003, together with 
the Response to Restriction Requirement filed on the same date. However, it appears that the 
Preliminary Amendment was not entered, since the rejections in the Office Action mailed August 
22, 2003, referred to the claims as they appeared prior to the Preliminary Amendment. In the 
Response to Office Action filed Feb. 25, 2004, Applicant requested entry of the Preliminary 
Amendment dated May 22, 2003, and enclosed a copy of the Preliminary Amendment and a 
copy of the Transmittal Letter that had accompanied the Preliminary Amendment. Applicant 
noted that the Preliminary Amendment was submitted prior to the date when compliance with 37 
C.F.R. § 1.121 became mandatory (i.e., July 30, 2003) and submitted that the Amendment was 
fully compliant with the requirements at the time it was filed. Applicant again respectfully 
requests entry of the Preliminary Amendment. 
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The present Amendment to the Claims is directed to the claims as they will appear after 
entry of the Preliminary Amendment. This listing is identical to that submitted in the Response 
to Office Action filed Feb. 25, 2004, except that Applicant has changed the number "11" in new 
claim 38 to "15" to encompass the structural formulas listed in the claim. Applicant has also 
indicated that claims 1-6, 17-18, and 21-35 have been cancelled, thus providing a complete 
listing of all of the claims and bringing the Amendment into compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.121.
